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The first question seems to have been, 
„Will Brigham Young fight?” It 
was the very question put, in later 

ears, in those exact words, by Vice- 
President Colfax, and which was the 

ractical commencement of General 
Grant's crusade against the Mormons. 
Of course the answer in Buchanan’s 
time was that Brigham Young would 
fight. The Mormous could do nothing 
else, unless they tamely consented to 
give up their religious institutions, or 
remove from American Territory. 
The former they could not do; the

latter they would not. But it wag 
thought by the aggressors that in any 
case an easy conquest would be made, 
and that the cost to the United States 
would have its compensation. A Ter- 
ritory, with the basework of a hundred 
and fifty cities already laid would be 
deserted by the Mormons ; the mineral 
backbone of the continent would be 
left for the Gentiles, and ‘‘ civiliza- 
tion”—heaven save the mark !—would 
be rid of the Mormons and Mormon- 
ism forever. Hence the Utah expedi- 
tion!

Conference was called to order by 
President John Taylor. |

Elder George Q. Cannon spoke upon 
the necessity of the President of the 
Emigrating Fund having some addi- 
tional aid. The Twelve had concluded 
to present the following names as his 
assistants, who were also sustained 
by the General Conference ; Franklin 
D. Richards, F. M. Lyman, Horace 
S. Eldredge, Joseph F. Smith, John 
W. Young, Angus M. Cannon, Moses 
Thatcher, Wm. Jennings, John R. 
Winder, Henry Dinwoodey, Robert 
T. Burton, Abraham O. Smoot and 
H. B. Clawson. The Presidents of 
Stakes were also vested to act as 
agents for the P. E. Fund. 

Elder Cannon said it was not.often 
we are called upon to mourn the loss 
of those who held the keys of the holy 
Priesthood * — 
experience of the Prophet Joseph was 
ef that character, that led the people 
to almost think he was invulnerable to 
the shafts of death that had been so 


frequently hurled at him ; hence when 
his demise did occur, it fell with such 
a shock and so unexpectedly upon 
the Saints that they were not pre- 
pared for the results Err ing out of 
such a contingency. be minds of 
many were much exercised and many 
speculations were indulged in as to 
who should occupy the position made 
vacant by the death of Joseph the 
Prophet. Some had fixed their minds 
upon one and some on another until 
the time had urrived when the Twelve 
had all returned home from their 
various fields of labor. It then soon 
became apparent where the authority 
legitimately belonged — in the Twelve 
Apostles. At a large public meeting 
God made it manifest to all the Saints 
then present that He had placed the 
mantle of Joseph upon his servant 
Brigham. 

Some months before the decease 
of President Young he seemed to 
be anxious and restless until he had 
thoroughly organized the Charch, 
and the speaker was satisfied that the 
remarkable work he had accomplished 
in that direction added greatly to the 
satisfaction that he, President Young, 
now felt. 

Not only had the duties of the 
Twelve been defined, but also those 
of every grade of the Priesthood. 


If we were diligent in the perform- 
ance of the labors devolving upon us, 
the Lord would be with us as he had 
been with him during his whole life. 
‘The word, under his direction, had 
gone forth with such power that it had 
become apparent to those even who 
were not Saints, that there was an 
efficacy about ‘*‘Mormonism” that 
existed in no other system. 

The speaker said ne had listened 
with much pleasure to the discourse 
of Elder Orson Pratt, upon the Priest. 
hood. Every man who was ordained 
to the Apostleship had the power and 
authority to guide, counsel and direct 
the people of God, but the right to 
receive revelations, to govern the 
whole Church was confined to the 
one who holds the keys as the head. 
The rest of the Apostles mast sustain 
and uphold that man. There never 
was but one man at any one time that 
held that position, and he who was 
sustained yesterday by unanimous 
vote, John Taylor by name, was that 
man, he being now the leading Apos- 
tle. He must be looked to by the 
entire people for the word of the Lord. 
If every Apostie was slain but one, 
that one had the right and authority 
to organize the Church, and ordain 
other Apostles and a First Presidency 
to build up the kingdom of God. 

It was good for the Latter-day 
Saints to be well instructed in the 
order and nature of the Priesthood, 
that they might know and understand 
where the authority rested. 

Some had been much exercised 
about a First Presidency being or 
ganized. He wished the Saints dis- 
tinctly to understand that whenever 
God commanded a First Presidency 
to be appointed, it would not be re- 
vealed through any one but his servant 
who was now God’s mouthpiece. 

Elder Franklin D. Richards erdorsed 
the views expressed by Elder George 
Q. Cannon, and was thankful to have 
so important and interesting a subject 
as that of the Priesthood made so plain 
and easy to our understanding. Yes- 
terday, the unanimity in voting for 
the various anthorities of the Church, 
by the assembled thousands, ho had 
come from all parts of the earth, was 
a sign of union that could not be pre 
sented by any other people in any part 
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of the world, and ought surely to con- 
vince the unbeliever that God was in 
this work. | 

What had been done during the last 
forty years was a mighty work, and 
it was necessary to continue our exer- 
tions in every branch of labor. The 
sisters could also do much to forward 
the great work, and indeed they had 
accomplished a great deal, and no 
donbt would continue to do what they 
could. He exhorted the brethren to 
go forth with renewed energy to esta- 
blish Zion. He referred them to the 
29:h and 30th chapters of Deutero- 
nomy, and to notice the great bless- 
ings that God promised tho children 
of Israel through the observances of 
his law, and the calamities that were 
to follow them if disobedient. And 
it was now a portion of the labor of 
the Elders of Israel to gather up the 
scattered tribes who had been driven 
amongst all the nations of the world. 
Altbough much has been done in 
preaching the Gospel, thus far, a very 
small moiety of the inhabitants of the 
earth had heard the testimony of the 
servants of God, therefore much 
remained to be done. 

It was the intention of the Twelve 
to call to their aid and assistance in 
collecting the indebtedness due the 
P. E. Fund, the President of Stakes 
and Bisheps of the various Wards. 

He felt particularly anxious on 
thie subject for he knew there were 
thousands of poor and anxious Saints 
living in the old countries whose 
prayers and expectations were con- 
stantly kept up for their relief from 
Babylon and poverty. He urged the 
necessity of being whole-souled, not 
only in paying Tithing, but donations 
to build Temples, aud emigrating the 

oor.

Elder John Taylor presented the 
names of the following brethren he had 
selected to audit the accounts of the- 
Trustee in Trust, the being sustained 
by unanimous vote: Wilford Wood- 
ruff, Erastus Snow and Joseph F. 
Smith. 

He remarked that the Twelve Apos- 
tles had served this people from forty 
to forty-five years without any compen- 
sation. And while others were —.— 
means in various capacities, the Twelve 
had traveled and la bored without purse 
and scrip. Their duties were now in- 
creasing upon them ; they were required 
to give their whole time in the service- 
of the Church, and were consequently 
unable to attend to their own private 
business. He desired the Conference: 
to authorize him, as Trustee in Trust, 
to give them a reasonable amount for 
their support. The vote on this pro- 
position was unanimous. 


Rich. 
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He spoke of the late President Brig- 
‘ham Young, who had been in the Church 
almost from its commencement, and 
held the Presidency of it for 33 years, 
and his departure had cast a gloom 
over the whole Church. His opposition 
to vice and his efforts to sustain virtue 
and every good principle, were known 
throughout the world. He had gone, 
and, while it could be said here, a 
President was dead, in the eternal 
worlds it was heralded a President 
born.” Unless the guiding hand of the 
Almighty should be with us in the 
future as it had been in the past, he 
-should want to have nothing to do with 
the work, but God would be with us. 
The Gospel contemplated the entire 
union of the Saints, both in temporal 
and spiritual matters. He was proud 
of the union that was exhibited yester- 
day in the voting. One matter voted 
‘upon was that the Twelve be sustained 
as Prophets, Seers and Revelators. 
The same thing was introduced by 
Joseph Smith in the Temple at Kirt- 
land. It wasalso the duty of the High 
Priests and Elders of Israel to seek after 
and obtain a knowledge of God, whom 
to know was life everlasting. 

Every man who held the Priesthood 
-of the Son of God should endeavor to 
magnify His high and holy calling. 
There were in this Territory twenty 
different Stakes, organized with Presi- 
dents and Counselors, Bishops and 
Counselors, lesser Priesthood and High 
‘Councils, All this had been done to 
correspond with the order that existed 
in the heavens, that the ordinances of 
the Gospel might be administered so 
as to bring down the blessings that God 
had provided for those who attended to 
these things. The Presidents of Stakes 
ahould be men full of the Holy Ghost, 
and so should all those be who were 
-called to labor in connection with them. 
Had it not been that Moses appeared 
‘to Joseph Smith in the Temple at Kirt- 
land and delivered to him the keys of 
the gathering, the audience new before 
him would not be there to-day. So 
with baptism for the dead and other 
ordinances. Messengers had come and 
delivered the keys of authority and in- 
struction to Joseph Smith. 

The Prophet Elijah had visited 
-Joseph, and the hearts of the children 
‘were turned to their fathers, and the 
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hearts of the fathers to the children. 
Already there had been more baptisms 
and other ordinances administered for 
the dead than the living, in the Temple 
at St. George. Why was it that the 
Saints were so anxious to put forth their 
means for the building of the Temples ? 
It was becanse the Spirit of the Lord 
prompted them. The Lord was our 
law giver ; the Lord was our friend and 
He would aid us. It was written that 
Saviors should come up on Mount Zion. 
What wasa Savior? It was one who 
had learned how to administer salva- 
tion, and was willing to make whatever 
sacrifice was necessary to accomplish it. 
Thousands of our Elders had traveled 
tens of thousands of miles, without 
purse or scrip. No other people that 
lived had done what the Latter-day 
Saints had done to benefit and bless the 
world. 

There were over five hundred men at 
work in pushing forward the three tem- 
ples that were now being erected. It 
was not the intention to crowd or op- 
press any one in those labors. Every- 
thing should be done on a free principle. 
The poor should be fed, and if any were 
naked they should be clothed. We 
should never permit any oppression to 
be exercised, but should be charitable 
and werciful, that God might smile 
upon us. 

He much regretted that there should 
be any persons in the Territory unwil- 
ling to pay back the means that had 
been paid out of the P. E. Fund for 
their benefit. He spoke of the New 
Tabernacle in course of erection on the 
Temple block in this city, and trusted 
there would be a liberal response to the 
calls for means to carry on the work. 

He commended the sisters for the 
aid their labors had rendered the 
Bishops in benefiting and blessing the 
poor, and encouraging home indus- 
tries. 

He alluded encouragingly also to the 
several Mutual Improvement Societies. 

Elder Wilford Woodruff addressed 
the Conference: Every member of the 
Church should be full of revelation for 
the guidance of his own affairs. Every 
Elder in Israel who presided in any 
public position, should have revelation 
so that all his acts might be in accord- 
ance with the mind and will of God. 
God would fit and qualify any man 
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holding the Priesthood to honor his 
particular calling, if be lived as he 
should. We should build these Tem- 
ples, for there were thousands behind 
the vail waiting to be delivered from 
their prision house, and the Latter-day 
Saints were the only people that could 
aid tbem. He called upon the Presi. 
dent of Stakes and Bishops to look well 
after the labors of the sisters, for they 
had done a good work, and needed en 

couragement. He wished the aut hori- 
ties to urge on all the sisters to unite 
themselves with these Relief Societies. 
Those who contemplated going to St. 
George for their blessings in the Tem 

ples, should not forget to take with 
them their offerings, for there were 
many engaged in that Temple day by 
day without any remuneration what- 
ever. He urged the planting out of 
mulberry trees, the fostering of Young 
Men’s Mutual Improvement Societies, 
and the sustaining of home publica- 
tions.

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President John Taylor adjourned 
the Conference until the 6th of April, 
1878, the place to be designated here- 
after.

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Elder Chas. C. Rich was the next 
speaker. He said—

He was followed by Elder Lorenzo 
Snow, who addressed the assembly, as- 
follows 

President Young, while he was 
with us in the flesh, labored and 
toiled with his whole soul to make 
the Saints one; one in all things, 
both spiritual and temporal. And 
he said within himself at last, We 
will see if we can unite the Latter- 
day Saints by building Temples to 
the name of the Lord our God. 
And while attending to the laying 
of the foundation of this building 
this thought forced itself upon my 
mind. The object of President. 
Young’s toil and labor, must after 
the expiration of many years, when 
he shall look down upon the earth 
from the spirit world and see the 
progress e by his ple in the 
work of building Temples, be to him 
a source of gratification and joy. 
He will yet witness his fondest

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anticipations answered, yes, an- 
swered in the full; and this spirit 
will grow and extend, and this union 
of feeling will be exhibited in the 
accomplishment of this work of Tem- 
ple building that will astonish the 
world. 

I feel to congratulate the Latter- 
day Saints upon the glorious pros- 
pects before us. Never before were 
we surrounded with such favorable 
circumstances to build Temples as 
we now are in laying the foundation 
of this building; our enemies are 
being frustra from time to time 
in all their efforts to curtail and 
wrest from us our constitutional 
rights, with a view to bring us un- 
der the yoke of bondage; at the 
same time a growing feeling of union 
and obedience to the laws of heaven 
is manifested, throughout all Israel, 
and a pleasant and agreeable feeling 
prevails. This state of things con- 
trasted with our past history should 
cause the heart of each person here 
to-day, witnessing this most interesting, 
most pleasing spectacle, to be raised 
in thanksgiving and praise to our 
kind Father in the heavens, for these 
most favorable circumstances, with 
the promise that they shall continue 
incre y in proportion to our faith- 
* d diligence in truly serving 

im. 

May the God of Israel pour out 
his Spirit upon the Quorum of the 
Twelve, and upou ali the quorums 
of the Melchisedec and Aaronic 
Priesthodds, that they may all be 
of one heart and mind, moving for- 
ward with measured tread, presenting 
a solid phalanx, in the accomplishment 
of the great, grand purposes of 
Jebovah, as they are and shall be 
made khown to his servants.

The next to speak was Elder Geo. Q. 
Cannon, his remarks were as follows: 

This is one of the occasions, bre- 
thren and sisters, when ovr thoughts 
are much too large for our words; 
we can think much better than we can 
speak. Incontemplating the character 
of this work, and also that we have 
now laid the foundation of another 
holy Temple in which the Saints shall 
enter and receive their ordinances for 
themselves and their dead. I feel 
that it is a great privilege we have, we 
who are here to-day, and who reside 
in these valleys, of participating in 
this labor, and to contribute by the 
means that God has given us for 
the accomplishment of this work. 
Every foundation stone that is laid for 
a Temple, and every Temple com- 
pleted according to the order the 
Lord has revealed for his holy Priest- 
hood, lessens the power of Satan on 
the earth, and increases the power of 
God and Godliness, moves the heavens 
in mighty power in our behalf, invokes 
and calis duwn apon us the blessings 
of the Eternal Gods, and those who 
reside in their presence. There is no 
doubt whatever of this in my mind; 
and those who have engaged in this 
work to-day must certainly have felt 
the spirit and power of it. There 
has been a holy influence here; an- 
gels have been here; the presence 
of our Father, too, with all of his 
faithful servants who have stood 
firm, steadfast and. true while they 
were here upon the earth, and every 
person present who has been pre- 
pared: to receive it has been filled 
with it. 

We are engaged in that great work 
which will in time result in the 
complete overthrow of the power of 
Satan upon the earth, on of all 
those evil influences, of all that mis- 
rule and oppression, and of all the 
wickedness that now causes earth

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ENNOBLING THOUGATS. [No. 1.] 
—0 


Ever since the first advent of the Elders upon British soil, the Gospel of 
Jesus Christ has been prolific of ennobling thought; to say that it came toa 
land which by tradition and habit was a land of class distinctions, is only saying 
what is patent to all experience ; the idea of King, Lord and Commons is at 
the foundation of the Constitution, and interwoven into the fabric of the 
nation’s life, and the barriers have been so well and jealously guarded, that 
only by the sheer force of genins, tardily acknowledged, have they been scaled ; 
and even where this has been accomplished by the influence of marked ability 
and talent, those possessing the same have been looked upon more as inter- 
lopers than as equals, and their presence has been allowed as a necessary more 
than as something desirable; the titled family, proof and pride of birth, 
the glory of lineage and pedigree, with a long roll of ancestry, have been 
the ready key to the inner sanctuary of society, while every thing outside was 
considered both profane and common. 

This feeling was probably more intense some forty to fifty years ago than 
it is to-day, and among the not very remote causes of change, may we not point 
to that great and startling innovation introduced by the Elders of Israel, when 
so fearlessly they asserted the ‘‘ Fatherhood of God ?” 

To tell in a nation fettered by caste and surrounded by privilege, boasting 
of its royal and noble blood, that God was and is the Father of the human 
family, that he is the author of their being, that He ‘‘ hath made of one blood 
all nations of men for to dwell on all the face of the earth;” was an innovation 
indeed, revolationary in its character, subversive of vested right, and destruc- 
tive of every principle by which society was anchored to both the past and 
present; true this was in the sacred book, and maybe, sometimes read from the 
sacred desk, but it had not, nor was it emphasised as was ‘‘ Servants be obe- 
dient to your masters according to the flesh with fear and trembling.” Eph. 
Be content with your wages; Acts iii, 14. Let as many servants as are 
under the yoke count their own masters worthy of all honor ;” 1 Tim., vi, 1. 
Be content with such things as ye have; Heb. xiii, 5. Meddle not with 
them who are given to change ;” Prov. xxiv, 21. Fear God, honor the king, 
Servants be subject to your masters with all fear, not only to the good and 

gentle but also to the froward ;’ 1 Peter, ii, 15,16. These and similar pas- 
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gages were the catchword and shibboleth of the crown, and the aristocracy, 
backed and sustained by the paraphernalia of the State Church and all its 
clergy, and in accordance with the imitative and toadying spirit of the depen- 
dent and obsequious classes, it manifested itself more or less in every grade 
of society ; the poor were taught to be umble,” and the catechism urged 
them to be content in that condition of life to which it had pleased the Al- 
mighty to call them ;” no wonder that many a heart leaped for joy, and drank 
in with avidity the revelation of a most glorious truth;—a truth so long hid, 
and covered by perversion or misuse; where men sensed this it laid the axe at 
the root of custom, and planted the seeds of knowledge which ripened into 
assurance and sturdy independence; the doctrine bore upon its escutcheon the 
unknown ifsignia of equality, and the cringing, fawning, sycophantic spirit 
gradually passed from the mental vision like the mist of morning before the 
summer's sun. The revelation of this grand idea, overthrew the spirit of caste, 
it obliterated in those who received it the assumption of the aristocrat ; it was 
not congenial with a system which lorded it over men’s souls and bodies, 
whether it exercised itself by an assertion of ‘‘ right divine,” or whether as the 
result of the accidents of birth or wealth; it was the kindling of a flame 
which shall finally consume all class distinction, and render men oblivious to 
all the subterfuge and vanity of their fellows, until they can unite at one altar 
and offer one prayer, Our Father, which art in heaven.” 

But the realization of this principle not only broke the bands of caste, and 
burst the shackles of custom and tradition, comprehending equality with the 
most soaring ambition of our race; but it opened the vast dignity involved in 
the new found relationship, this had been a vague, mythical, floating tradition 
maybe, circumscribed and modified by a thousand contingencies and con- 
clusions, but now it burst before the bewildered vision with all the potency of 
an undisputed fact, in harmony with many impressions which by the Moloch 
of society had been doomed to perpetual sacrifice ; but these now unrepressed, 
demanded and received a triumphant vindication. Ah, we, to whom this has 
become a well understood and glorifying idea can scarcely comprehend, how in 
more than Egyptian darkness, fell this first manifestation of light from on 
high ; men born in the shadow of the royal purple, patronizingly permitted to 
live by the grace and favor of the lord of the manor,” or bound hand and 
foot to the gilded car of capital, to thus feel suddenly ennobled, to claim 
kinship with more than royal blood, to feel that far beyond the pomp and 
pageanty of earthly title, no matter what its antiquity or how acquired, we 
had our relationship, our interest and our home; to see as through a glass 
darkly” all the crowding and inevitable results following such association of 
birth and relationship, is almost beyond the comprehension of to-day; but 
if the Elders of Israel had done no other work among mankind, if they had 
only been privileged to establish and make this a living fact and an active force 
in the lives of but a few, they did that which for ever would justify their 
mission and calling upon the earth, feeding the immortal spirit and giving 
‘testimony to the power and potency of afundamental and certainly ennobling 
thought.” 

But yet had this idea not been pushed a little further toward its legiti- 
mate conclusions, the mission of the Elders might have been considered 
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incomplete, another ennobling thought grows out of this ‘‘ Fatherhood of 
God,” and that is the Brotherhood of Man ;” this implies all that is con- 
sidered beautiful in the family compact ; every well regulated family group is 
supposed to live in peace, and this is not by tke assumption of individual 
authority, but by respecting personal rights and kindly bearing with personal 
peculiarities; a condition where everything which savors of injustice is 
frowned upon, and no effort considered too great in order that harmony may 
be secured ; a condition where every prganization is considered, and every 
feeling respected, and where faults which really may exist, are corrected 
with the kindliest feeling and in the spirit .of meekness and affection; all 
the Christian graces,” here find a congenial soil, and when controlled by 
this correct principle in regard to eternal brotherhued,—when viewed in the 
accepted light and truth of common origin, and common destiny, they would 
flourish luxuriantly and bring forth precious fruit. 

Now it only needs that these ideas conjointly should permeate society, to 
ensure a revolution from the cottage to the crown, this would sound the death- 
knell of tyranny and oppression no matter where its origin or what its name ; 
men then would “ bear each others’ burthens, and so fulfill the law of Christ ;’” 
they would “be kindly affectionate one to another with brotherly love ;”’ 
Rom. xii, 10, and the wars, cruelty and tyranny which now blacken (or crim- 
son maybe) the face of soclety, would be numbered among the things that 
were ;” if you give full scope to this idea of the essential brotherhood of man 
—know in deed, that God hath made of one blood all the nations of the 
earth;“ all our international prejudices would pass away, the apparently conflict- 
ing interests now so self-asserting would be removed, and the jugglery of 
diplomacy would be superseded by a reign of the principle of right; then 
might men indeed beat their swords into ploughsbares and their spears into 
pruning hooks; nations would not rise against nation, neither would they 
learn war any more.” Now the proclamation of this truth, this ennobling 
thought, was like a bomb shell thrown into the midst of the nations by the 
Elders of Israel, meant for the destruction of feudal practise, and the 
annihilation of national prejudice, hatred and mistrust ; demonstrating that 
conflicting interests could only be man-invented and man made; the product 
of king-craft, and state-craft ; fostered—encouraged by the organizations of 
usurping priests, who ‘‘ make of the truth of God a lie,” and who fill the 
world with ‘‘old wives fables” and ‘‘enaless yenealogies” which minister 
to contention and strife; they (with rare exception) have been the enemies 
of our race ; they have been the supporters of tyranny, they have bartered at 
the instance of power, their high and holy calling in their greed for gold ; they 
have fostered this contention, division and strife ; they have fanned the flames 
of national and sectional hate, and been among the most ardent supporters 
of feudal rights, class privilege, and caste in society ; this—the clergy have 
been in every nation of Christendom, they had not moral courage to face the 
frowns of the great ones of the earth, but after ages of trial they left it to the 
Elders of Israel to declare in unmistakable tones the ‘‘ Fatherhood of God” 
and the Brotherhood of Man,” and to give from the avenues of obscu- 
rity to the substratum of society, the power and influence of these Ennobling 
Thoughts.” H. W. N.

All the Priesthood is 
one, one in the bonds of the ever 
lasting covenant, one in building up 
Zion and ‘establishing the kingdom of 
God, one in saving the living and the 
dead, redeeming and renovating and 
purifying the earth. And it is our 
purpose to go on in the name of Israel's 
God to build up this Temple and his 
Zion and he will most assuredly help 
us, and holy angels will also help us, 
together with the Prophets and holy 
men of old who have gone before. 
‘We will be one with them, and they 
with us, and we will build up Zion ; 
and work for God. Sustained by him 
and the Priesthood in the beavens, we 
will roll forth this work, and go on 
from conquering to conquer, until 
every knee shall bow, and every tongue 
confess that Jesus is the Christ to the 
glory of God the Father.

Aud I pray that 
these blessings may rest upon all of 
the Presidents of Stakes and their 
Counselors, that they may stand forth 
as men of God in Israel, and help 
— regulate and roll forth his 

ingdom. And I ask God my Eternal 
Father to bless the Seventies also, and 
the Presidents thereof, and all the 
Elders, and the Lesser Priesthood and 
all Israel. God bless you in this place, 
and lead you in the paths of life, that 
we may be saved in His kingdom, in 
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the name of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
Amen. 

The choir under the leadership of 
brother Alexander Lewis, again sang, 
Let Zion in her beauty rise, 

Her light begins to shine.’ 
And Elder Brigham Young offered the 
closing prayer as follows: 

Father in heaven, in the name of

We thank 
thee for the union that exists in the 
midst of thy people, and for the faith 
manifested in their hearts. 

We pray thee, Father, to dismiss 
us with thy blessing, and may we go 
to our homes with a renewed determi- 
nation to exert ourselves in the future, 
more than we have in the past, to 
accomplish thy glorious purposes, and 
the great mission assigned to us here 
in this life. 

We dedicate ourselves unto thee, 
and ask that thy blessing may rest 
upon this assembly, and upon the 
Latter-day Saints wherever they are ; 
that union of purpose may extend 
the keys of power, and enable us to 
build Temples, towns and cities to thy 
name. And we ask all, our Father, 
humbly dedicating unto thee ourselves 
with all we possess, in the name of 
Jesus. Amen. |

FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. 
— 


Wailuku, Mani, Sandwich Islands, 
Aug. 20, 1877. 
Prest. Joseph Smith. 

Dear Brother,—The old saying is, 
„It is better late than never.” It 
would appear by my long silence, that 
I had forgotten my promise made to 

ou at our parting in Ogden City, but 
it is not so, I have only been waiting, 
hoping to find a more cenvenient 
time, a time when I should feel more 
in the spirit of writing, but have come 
to the conclusion if I wait for that I 
shall probably never write. 5 

I think of you daily, and much 
oftener than that, in my travels in 
these islands—Mani, Molokai, and 
Lanai; almost every place I visit 
brings happy reminiscences to my 
mind of our associations and labors 
together. It seems but a few years 
since we were plodding afoot from 
place to place, trying to disseminate 
the principles of the Gospel amo 
this people, but when we reflect an 
count the years, more than twenty 
have passed away. How time flies 
when we consider how little we have 
accomplished, compared with the great 
amount yet in the future that we 
should like to consummate in this our 
frail existence. When we think again, 
age is creeping on, and judging from 
the past, even if we — de per- 
mitted to live to a good old age, we 
have to lay down these mortal ies 
without accomplishing the half we laid 
out in our minds to do. 

With the exception of a few addi- 
tional sugar plantations, the features 
of the country are much the same as 
when you were here the first time. 
But few of the natives then living are 
alive now, they have passed away, and 
anotber generation have sprung into 
existence who are probably a little in 
advance in civilization, according to 
the present use of that term. But in 


purity and virtue they are retrogradin 
in my opinion, if such a thing coul 
be possible. They partake more or 
less of that spirit so prevalent in the 
world—“ infidelity,” while many have 
though members of the so-called 

hristian churches) more faith in their 
old traditions of idolatry, than in “‘a 
form of godliness' which denies the 
power thereof.” 

The Hawaiian race continues to 
decrease, notwithstanding the exertion 
of King Kalakaua to ‘‘ Houluka 
Lahui,” and from present appearance, 
not many years will elapse before they 
will be numbered among those who 
have passed away, unless the Gospel 
save a small remnant by gatheriv 
them out from the contaminations at 
this generally dark and benighted 
people. In many places where, twenty 
years ago, thriving, populous villages 
stood, scarcely a hut is left, and the 
place is enly marked by a dilapidated 
stone church. The inhabitants have 
died or gone to other places where 
they could find more company. Wai- 
luku appears to be the place of attrac- 
tion for the three islands; here there 
are several large stores, five or six 
churches, eourt house, jail, two doo- 
tors, two or three large sugar planta- 
tions, and other requisites, sufficing 
to constitute a fast Hawaiian town. 

The city of Lahaiua, which was the 
second town in size twenty years ago, 
is now almost deserted by business 
men and natives, and most of the 
land where a few years ago that flou- 
rishing city stood, is now turned into 
a fertile cane field, which is the only 
enterprise that seems to make employ- 
ment or business for the few inhabi- 
tants who are left. 

The whaleing fleets have almost 
deserted these islands, and sugar pro- 
duction is about the only resource left 
to furnish a national income; it far- 
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nishes a medium of exchange among 
the people, without which it would be 
much more dull than it was when we 
were here. 

The natives, as a general thing, have 
little or no enterprise, few of them 
enter any kind of business with a view 
to independence; they sell their small 
‘‘kuleanas” to the foreigner, and 
appear tu aspire to nothing greater 
than work by the day or month for 
very paltry wages, which dooms them 
to perpetual servitude. They have 
also neglected to plant food, this to so 
great an extent that many are now 
suffering with hunger; native food in 
many places can not be purchased at 
any price, and wages on the plantations 
are not sufficient to supply them with 
foreign food. It is a strange but true 
experience, yet when a native thus 
suffers it does not appear to teach bim 
how to shnn the like calamity in the 
future. 

Elder J. Gates, jun., is my traveling 
companion. Our fare among the 
natives is much better than it vsed to 
be ; we generally get plenty to eat, 
and seldom have to travel afoot, 
although sometimes we think if it 
were not for the name of the thing, we 
might better be so, than to ride the 

or sore-backed horses that are 

urnished us. 

In our travels on the Island of 
Molokai, we called on your old friend 
Mr. Mayers; he treated us very 
kindly, as be does all the Elders, and 
enquired after you, and wished to be 
remembered to you. He is Superin- 
tendent of the Leper Asylum, which 
is situated about four miles fram bis 
place, at Kalawao, a small cape shut 
out from the rest of the islands by 
steep bluffs 2000 feet high; to this 
there is no ingress or egress except by 
a very steep, narrow, zigzag path, 
which is almost dangerous for a foot 
man to descend ; but I need not stop 
to explain this, as you have traveled 
it many times, and that, too, on an 
empty stomach. Suffice to say we 
reached the bottom without any serious 
accident, and found it a much larger 
_ (3 miles square) than it looked 

be from the top. On looking back 
to the steep, towering bluffs covered 
with evergreens from base to summit, 
and with clouds resting alternately on 
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their peaks, we beheld one of the 
many grand sceneries which are so 
common to these islands. We were 
received and well entertained by the 
foreman, Mr. Ragsdail, who took great 
interest in showing us the sufferers 
who are doomed to spend their few 
remaining years in this prison; we 
saw them in all stages of the dis- ase, 
and of all ages, from small children up 
to old people—whites, Chinamen, and 
natives, but mostly the latter, in 
number over 700, their average 
mortality being one per day. Many 
of them were a frightful sight, some 
had lost a part of their face, most of 
them their noses and hands, (or rather 
their fingers,) which had just rotted 
off without any apparent pain more 
than a weakness of the body. Of all 
diseases I have yet seen, that is the 
most loathsome. Among these un- 
fortunate beings, we found a fair per- 
centage of our Church members, wi'h 
whom we were permitted to meet and 
preach, but not to shake hands. Not- 
withstanding the curse that seems to 
be on them, I felt well in talking to 
them, and was led to take for a text, 
** Whom the Lord loveth he chasten- 
eth,” etc. At this place we found 
brother Napela, who is taking care of 
his vife and presiding over the Siints 
there; he is full of faith, and is still 
that good-natured, honorable soul of 
which class I regret to say there are 
but few left among this nation. 

Kawailiilii, the old President of this 
Branch, is still living, but is getting 
still live at the same old place, near 
the Kumulau, and are still firm in the 
faith. That country has grown up to 
Paninis—it is almost impossible to get 
to the old tree on acoount of them. 
Brother Gates and I succeeded in get- 
ting to it, and leaving our names in its 
branches, yet not that we ever expect 
to see them again after leaving here 
this time, but thought it might be 
possible that onr children would see 
them some time in the future. The 
only name we could find on it of the 
Elders was Ward.” 

The Island of Lanai is now owned 
and leased by W. M. Gibson, who has 
it stocked with sheep; his two sons 
„ bach“ it over there. He and Talula 
live in Lahaiua, they are running 3 
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store. He tries to manifest a friendly 
feeling towards us. I think he feels a 
little disappointed, as he has spent a 
great deal of means expecting to be- 
come at least the second man in this 
nation, which has thus far proved a 
failure, and | think it is very doubtful 
about this nation trusting him even 
with the office of District Judge. He 
swindled the Saints, and bis smooth 
words and sophistry will not cover it 


up, and he is doomed to suffer under 


it until be makes the old wrongs 
right. 

We find in our travels among the 
Saints, many just about as they used 
to be, not as wide awake as we should 
like to see them, and especially in the 
cane districts, it is a hard matter to 

et them out to meetings even on 
— 

Now, brother Joseph, if this letter 
is not very interesting, just consider 
who and where it is from, you know I 
am not much gifted either in letter 
writing or public speaking. My love 
and best wishes to brothers A. L. 
Smith and W. H. Branch, and believe 
me still your affectionate brother and 
friend, S. M. Morten. 


Copenhagen, Nov. 1, 1877. 

Elder H. W. Naisbitt. 

Dear Brother, — Before my leaving 
for Aurhus, I thought I would drop 
you a line to renew our old and plea. 
sant acquaintance. It is now some 
time since we heard anything from 
Liverpool, and I have been anxiously 
looking for mail day; nothing but 
silence of late both from Enyland and 
Utah, except a few business letters 
and the papers. However, the times 
seems to be big with events, and 
everybody ready to say what next!“ 

Brother Carison and myself have 
attended Conference in Stockholm, 
Norrkoping, and Copenhagen, and had 
excellent time. In Stockholm, 88 
persons had been added by baptism. 
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The whole of Gottenborg Conference 
was not represented at Norrkoping, 30 
I cannot say how many were added 
there, but to judge by what was re- 
ported, they are also doing well. In 
Copenhagen 96 had been baptized since 
their last Conference, some five to six 
months ago. 

The Stockholm ‘“‘ Dagblad” gives 
almost a full account of our missionary 
labors in Scandinavia, and Stockholm 
Conference in particular—the statisti- 
cal reports, our publishing deparment, 
our organization, our emigration this 
year, and the time and place where we 
hold our fall Conferences,—brother 
Carlson’s mission to translate the Book 
of Mormon into Swedish, etc. Lead- 
ing papers in Copenhagen have re- 
printed it. Another long epistle was 
printed last Monday in the Norrkoping 
‘*Tidning,” similar to the first one, 
only in addition it gives full addresses 
of our meeting places and time of 
holding meetings in Stockholm, and 
gives points of oar doctrines, all ina 
spirit of fairness. These newspaper 
articles are so different to what they 
generally were, that I cannot under- 
stand what has come over the editors, 
unless the reporters who attended our 
meetings in Stockholm and Norrkoping 
have been partaking of the good spirit 
that prevailed there. I do not think 
that so many strangers of all classes 
have attended for many years as they 
did in Norrkoping, nine-tenths of our 
very large meetings being of that kind, 
who were very attentive, I do not 
think the times were ever so bright for 
preaching the Gospel as they are at 
present in the upper and middle parts 
of Sweden; we lack missionarics very 
mach, 

I had a little daughter born to me 
here in Copenhagen, Sept. 7th, mother 
and her are doing well, and send re- 
gards. Brother Carlson also wishes 
to be remembered. Kindest regards 
to all, yours truly, O. N. LiLstnquist.
